My Motive for being fo particular in this Affair, is 
a Dciirc to be inftrumental, by your means, of giving 
Eafc to others in fo unhappy a Condition 5 being 
firmly perfuaded, that what has already fo far relieved 
me, will, if prefcrib'd, diilblve Stones of greater Mag- 
nitude than I fuppofc mine to be.
